A vitriolic attack on Dr. Joseph 
F. Bredeck, St. Louis health com- 
missioner, for the way his de 
partment administers the milk 
ordinance and a vigorous defense 
of that administration, made by 
Dr. Bredeck and Dr. Milton R. 


Fisher, chief of the milk control 
section of the Health Division, 
marked the last public hearing 
of the Citizens Milk Investigating 
Committee at Kiel Auditorium 
last night. 

The three-day buyers’ strike pro- 

sed by the St. Louls Consumer 

ederation as a protest against 
the record high price of milk es- 
tablished by Pevely Dairy Co. and 
St. Lohis Dairy Co, began today. 

Officials of the federation are 
informing persons who call to ask 
about the strike that a family of 
two adults and two children, buy- 
ing three quarts of milk a day, 
Can save $7.53 a month by sub- 
stituting canned milk for Grade 
A bottled milk at its present price 
of 22.5 cents a quart. 

Other dairies, including Quality 
and Beatrice, have not increased 
their prices along with Pevely 
and St. Louis. Most of the smaller 
dairies are selling delivered milk 
for 1 cent less on quarts and half- 
gallons, Grade A and homoge- 
nized, than the two large dairies. 

Meramec Dairy, 40M Minnesota 
avenue, is delivering Grade A milk 
at 20.5 cents a quart. 

Adams Dairy 
which sells milk in fiber contain- 
ers, announced tocay an increcse 
of 1 cent a quart, effcctive tcmor- 
row. The present retail price of 
Acroms milk is 20 cents a quart, 
or 39 cents a half gallon. 

Threat of Farm Strike, 

At last night’s meeting, Dr. Bre- 
deck told the milk investigating 
committee that Illinois farmers 
opposed to the milk ordinance 
were organizing a “milk strike” 
which would keep Grade A milk 
from reaching the city. He said 
he learned this from reliable 
sources but gave no further 
details. 

Roland W. Bartlett, professor 
- of agricultural economics at Uni- 
versity of Illinois and perennial 
spokesman for LIllinois dairy 
farmer interests, appeared as an 
unscheduled witness at his own 
request. He said there was more 
hate, animosity, hard feeling and 
antipathy between milk producers 
and the health division in St. 
Louls than in any of 40 other 
cities in which he had studied 
the nilkshed. 

Mrs. Virgil Loeb, committee 
member, interrupted his state- 
ment to demand, “What is your 
scientific measurement of the de- 
gree of animosity?” 

“The repeated, intense hatred 
exhibited by the producers, evi- 
denced whenever they start talk- 
ing to you,” Bartlett replied. He 
paid he had talked to producers, 
distributors, heads of co-opera- 
tives and labor leaders in 40 other 
milksheds and nowhere had found 
a spirit of animosity toward 
health officers to compare with 
what exists in the St. Louis milk- 


shed. 
Danger of Violence, 

“If steps are not taken to cor- 
rect the situation here in the near 
future, there may be physical 
violence and bloodshed, particu- 
larly if we should enter a period 
of declining farm prices,” Bart- 
lett predicted. He said the prin- 
cipal reason there had not been 
major trouble before now was 
that dairy product prices had been 
high, so that farmers did not 
mind so much conforming to rigid 
requirements. 

Bartlett was limited to a short 
statement by the committee and 
did not go into detail on his 
charges. Previous witnesses for 
producers have charged that

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Steam Towboat, Delayed 
by Ice and Fog, Makes 
1040-Mile Run in 11 
Days, 17 Hours. 


The Kokoda, Federal Barge 
Lines steam-powered towboat, ar- 
rived at the barge company’s North 
Market street terminal at 10:05 
a.m, today, an easy winner over 
its diesel-driven “stablemate,” the 
Helena, in the race up the Missis- 
sippi river from New Orleans. 

The Kokoda completed the 1040- 
mile run in an elapsed time of 11 
days, 17 hours and 5 minutes. The 
Helena, dogged by engine troubles 
and other misadventures, was a 
good three days and some 202 
miles behind, 

The victorious Kokoda was met 
near Jefferson Barracks by a dele- 
gation of Federal Barge Lines of- 
ficers and newspaper men aboard 
the towboat, Tom Sawyer, which 
escorted the winner across the fin- 
ish line. 

The Kokoda, with a crew of 27 
aboard, was commanded by Capt. 
James M. Seaman of New Orleans 
and its pilot was John C, Crader, 
2517 North Tenth street, Its chief 
engineer, Jules Barry of New Or- 
leans, is a grandson of Isaac 
Thomas Barry, chief engineer on 
the Robert E. Lee at the time of 
its famous race of 1870 with the 
Natchez. 

“That was a race,” Barry said, 
referring to the contest of 78 years 
ago. “My grandfather just hung 
his cap on the steam gauge and 
told the crew: ‘Let’s win it or 
blow her to hell.’ We never had 
competition like that from the 
Helena,” 

Both the Kokoda and Helena 
started out with four barges each. 
Each tow contained approximately 
10,000 tons of cargo. The Kokoda 
arrived with all four barges, but 
the Helena was last reported limp- 
ing into Cairo with only one 
barge, the other three having been 
moored 79 miles below that city. 

Both vessels were behind sched- 
ule because of ice and fog con- 
ditions which forced a halt last 
night and the night before. Even 
the radar equipment installed on 
the Helena wag reported of little 
help in the fog. It was this equip- 
ment that had been counted on 
to give the Helena an advantage 
over the Kokoda. 


7 YEARS FOR SPLIT 
OF $1 AND $5 BILLS 
TO DOUBLE THEM 


Ronald A. Butler, a Negro, who 
decided shortly before Christmas 
that the best way to double his 
moriey was to split it in two, was 
sentenced to seven years in a Fed- 
eral institution today for violation 
of the counterfeit statutes. He 
pleaded guilty before United 
States District Judge George H. 
Moore. 

Butler, also known as “Chewing 
Gum Red,” used a razor blade 
and his fingernails, which he had 
allowed to grow iong, to split 
three $5 bills and two $1 bills. 

On the blank sides of the split 
bills, he pasted paper cut to size: 
With the back of one $5 bill he 
paid a 75-cent charge at a Frank- 
lin avenue store and with the face 
of the same bill he bought two 
apples and reaeived the change at 
another store. 

Secret Service agents said But- 
ler tempted fate too far. Pasted 
on the blank sides of some of the 
split bills were portions of a car- 
toon by Daniel R. Fitzpatrick, 
Post-Dispatch cartoonist, criticiz- 
ing inflation.

ST LOUIS FLYER 
WHO OWNED NAZI 
HELD FOR TREASON 


Martin James Monti 
Made Broadcasts for 
Reich — Deserted in 
Stolen Plane. 


Martin James Monti of St. Louis, 
who joined the German §.S. troops 
and made Nazi propaganda broad- 
casts, after deserting his Army 
unit and flying to the German 
lines in Italy in a stolen Army 


airplane, was held on a charge of 
treason today in the Federal House 
of Detention in New York, 

The 27-year-old former lieuten- 
ant in the Air Forces was arrest- 
ed by the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation yesterday after he was 
discharged from military service 
at Mitchel Field, Long Island. He 
had re-enlisted as a private, fol- 
lowing a court-martial, and had 
attained the grade of sergeant 
when he was discharged. 

Bail was denied, a spokesman 
for the United States attorney’s 
office in New York said, because 
of the possible death sentence 
faced by Monti. 

The complaint read in part that 
he “unlawfully, wilfully and trea- 
sonably did adhere to the govern- 
ment of the German Reich, includ- 
ing the German Radio Corpora- 
tion, the German Ministry of 
Propaganda and Public Enlighten- 
ment, the German Foreign Office, 
the Schutzstaffel of the National 
Socialist German Workers party, 
a part of the military forces of 
the German Government and 
agents... with which the United 
States ... was at war, giving to 
said enemies of the United States 
aid and comfort.” 

Grand Jury to Get Charge. 

Mario Pittoni, chief of the crim- 
inal division of the United States 
Attorney’s office in New York, 
said the charge against Monti 
would be presented to the grand 
jury in a few weeks. 

Interviewed last fall at the home 
of his parents, Mr. and Mrs. Mar- 
tin A. Monti Jr., on Howdershell 
road, near Florissant, Monti told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter he had 
made 15 to 20 radio propaganda 
transcriptions for the Nazis. The 
FBI said he broadcast from Ber- 
lin under the name of Martin 
Wiethaupt. He is a grandson of 
the late Judge John Wiethaupt of 
the St. Louis County Court, who 
served in that capacity from 1903 
to 1920. 

About 10 of the broadcasts, 
Monti told the Post-Dispatch, 
were written by Pierre de La Ney, 
a former St, Louis Catholic priest, 
who later adopted the name of 
DuVair. In 1935 he married the 
former Kathryn Bussmann, daugh- 
ter of a St. Louls manufacturer. 
She is being sought by the FBI

and forcing you from your homes 
for this ridiculous fair. 

“As you know, I don’t even live 
in the district affected, but I feel 
so strongly about this that I want 
to do everything I can to stop this 
fair idea before it goes too far. I 
don’t know anything about poli- 
tics, but we all know that when 
any movement gains headway and 
gets to a certain point, then it’s 
too late to stop it. 

“That’s why we must circulate 
these petitions at once and let 
every alderman and every other 
city official know that public 
opinion is against holding this fair 
in Forest Park, or any park, and 
especially against tearing down 
homes for a fair.” 

Mrs. Schubert, a middle-aged 
housewife, acknowledged that this 
was her first venture in organiz- 
ing public opinion.

way authorize the use of Forest 
Park or any other of our public 
parks. ... for the purpose of prdé- 
viding land space supposedly nec- 
essary to the construction of fa- 
cilities and. buildings of the 
World’s Fair of 1953. 

__ Nefarious and Destructive.” 

‘We consider this scheme ne- 
farious and destructive to the 
citizens of this city in this period 
of high prices, shortage of mate- 
rials and grave inadequacy of 
housing, and will benefit only a 
few who probably are residents of 
the county and not of the city 
proper, 

“If this gigantic and extravagant 
carnival is to be held, then let it 
be in an area like Columbia Bot- 
toms or along the riverfront or 
in the county, where there will be 
no hardship, sorrow, financial loss 
and worry inflicted on the law- 
abiding citizens by the willful and 
wanton destruction of our family 
homes, business structures and 
health-giving parks.”

WASHINGTON, Jan. 27 (AP) 
Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, pre- 
dicted today a Republican-Demo- 
cratic coalition would force a cut 
in the proposed $6,800,000,000 start- 
ing-cost of the Marshall plan.

WASHINGTON, Jan, 27 (UP) 
YRUS J. WAUD, American, 
C pourea his troubled heart out 
to Congress today. Waud, 
father of six children aged 2 to 11, 
sat down with the Senate Banking 
Committee for nearly an hour and 
told what a struggle it is to sup- 
port a family of eight on $40 a 
week, prices being what they are. 

With him were his blonde wife 
Pauline and their two eldest 
daughters, Lois, 11 years old, and 
Ruth, 9. 

They had come from Camden, 
N.J.,, where Waud works for the 
Campbell Soup Co. The CIO Food, 
Tobacco, Agricultural and Allied 
Workers of America paid their 
way. 

Waud, short, thin and prema- 
turely bald, got right to the point: 

“You fellows have got to help 
me out.” 

Committee Chairman Charles W. 
Tobey (Rep.), New Hampshire, 
said, “Our job here is to have an 
understanding heart of human 
needs,” 

Waud got down to details: 

His family, he said, should have 
28 quarts of milk a week. It can 
afford only 12. Price, two quarts 
for 45 cents. 

“We never have to worry about 
meatless Tuesdays and poultryless 
Thursdays,” Waud said. “We've 
been on that a long time.” One 
day last week the Wauds got two 
pounds of hamburger for 65 cents. 
That was their meat for the week. 
(They buy four dozen eggs a week 
as a meat substitute.) Company 
dropped in, so they had <o skimp 
on the hamburger, 

Clothes? Waud said he Kasn’t 
bought a new suit in four years; 
Mrs. Waud uses hand-me-downs, 
and, “It’s really hard to keep the 
kids in shoes and clothes.” 

The Wauds have a radio—“but 
it’s no good; we've had it 10 years 
and it squawks and groans.” They 
have an automobile, too, but don’t 
use it—it’s for sale, but nobody 
wants it.” Movies? “They are ’way 
out of our reach.” The children 
have to walk to school because 
they can’t afford bus fare, and 
there’s no schoo] bus. 

“We have $20 in savings,” Waud 
continued, “but it isn’t ours. We 
owe about $300 medical bills, doc- 
tors, hospital .. .” 

Waud thought prices should be 
rolled back to 1946, when, he fig- 


ured, he paid $10 to $12 for food | 


that now costs $18 to $20 a week. 

Senator Homer E. Capehart

whether he thought wages as well 
as prices should be rolled back. 
Waud replied: “Can’t you see I’m 
underfed? We'd be no better off.” 

When Waud completed his 
story, Tobey asked if he would 
like to “show the girls Washing- 
ton.”

Tobey said he would arrange to 
place a car at their disposal, and 
then he slipped Lois some folding 
money. 

Tobey anounced later he was 
sending telegrams to representa- 
tive firms asking them to be ready 
next week to give a detailed ac- 
count of their present cost and 
prices. A sample telegram, ad- 
dressed to Standard Brands, Inc., 
asked the company to “justify” the 
present cost of its Chase & San- 
born Coffee.

Gold Market. 


PARIS, Jan. 27 (AP)—The Fi- 
nance Commission of the French 
National Assembly disapproved to- 
day Premier Robert Schuman’s 
proposal for free trade in gold 
within France. 
The gold trade bill will be re- 
ported unfavorably to the full As- 
sembly. The commission’s vote 
does not automatically kill the 
measure but, since the commis- 
sion follows the Assembly’s party 
lines, defeat of the bill in its pres- 
ent form appeared to be certain. 
The vote was 17 to 15, with five 
abstentations. 
Thus one phase of Schuman’s 
monetary program seemed to be 
in jeopardy. He also seeks ap- 
proval of a free money market. 

No Effect on Devaluation. 
Devaluation of the franc is not 
affected. The devaluation, which 
went into effect Monday, was ac- 
complished by Cabinet decree and 
is not subject to action by the As- 
sembly. It cut the value of the 
franc almost in half. 
The gold trade bill provides that 
the holders turn in gold or stocks, 
bonds and bank balances they 
have maintained abroad despite 
previous Government orders. A 
levy of 25 per cent would be as- 
sessed for previous disobedience 
of the order. The holder would 
be permitted to convert the rest 
into francs or dollars on a free 
market. Additional fines are pre- 
scribed for those failing to report

Schuman told the Assembly yes- 
terday the gold bill would permit 
the deputies to express themselves 
on the entire monétary program. 
Commission members said after 
the closed meeting that only Schu- 
man’s own Popular Republicans 
(MRP) and the Radical Socialists, 
which are rightists, voted for the 
measure.

Want 200 Million for 
Claim on German As- 
sets There Plus Major 


Share of Oil. 


LONDON, Jan, 27 (AP)—A So- 
viet Embassy spokesman said to- 
day Russia had asked Austria to 
pay $200,000,000 in two years as 
full settlement of Soviet claims to 
former German assets. 

He said this was part of an 
eight-point plan for breaking the 
four-power deadlock over the Aus- 
trian peace treaty. 

Ambassador Georgi N. Zarubin 
asked for an early meeting of 
Deputy Foreign Ministers of the 
United States, Russia, Britain and 
France to debate the Russian plan. 
The deputies were scheduled to 
meet here early next week. The 
Russian proposal was based on 
views of Soviet Foreign Minister 
V. M. Molotov, as expressed to the 
Big Four Foreign Ministers last 
fall. 

The Russian demands included: 

1. Russia to receive concessions 
to oil areas equivalent to two- 
thirds of current oi] production in 
Austria, plus property rights to 
all buildings, plant and equipment. 
Russia to receive oil prospecting 
concession rights to two-thirds of 
all undeveloped areas in eastern 
Austria formerly owned by the 
Germans. 

2. Oil concessions to run for 50 
years, 

3. Russia to receive oil refineries 
with a total capacity of 450,000 
tons annually. 

4. Russia to receive those prop- 
erties used in the distribution of 
oil which now are at its disposal. 

5. Russia to receive all former 
in the Danube 
| Shipping Company, plus a 25 per 
cent share in the company’s as- 
sets located in Austria proper, 

6. The Big Four to cede to Aus- 
tria property rights to all former 
German assets in Austria except 
those specified in the oil and ship- 
ping clauses. Austria to pay Rus- 
sia 200,000,000 United States dollars’ 
in currency freely convertible with- 
in two years, Austria to pay to the 
United States, France and Britain 
amounts to be agreed on within a 
period to be fixed. Russia previ- 
ously demanded up to $700,000,000 
as its share of German assets pay- 
able in 10 years. At the London 
Foreign Ministers’ meeting last 
November, France suggested $100,- 
000,000 as a compromise. 

7. All former German assets 
which have come into Russian pos- 
sessions not to be subject to alien- 
ation without Russian consent. 

8. Any disputes arising over Ger- 
man assets to be subject to bi- 
lateral negotiation among the par- 
ties involved. 

Vienna dispatches quoted an 
Austrian Government spokesman 
as saying the proposals brightened 
prospects for a peace treaty.

of the Government corporation 
plus six towboats, one harbor tug 
and 99 barges. An integrated tow, 
now underconstruction, would be 
bought at actual cost, estimated 
at $1,400,000, while additional 
equipment to be constructed by 
Inland Waterways Corp. in 1948 
to modernize merchandise service 
and consisting of one towboat and 
81,000 tons of additional barge ca- 
pacity, would be bought at $3,000,- 
000, it was announced. 

Agreement Date Set for July, 

Brent said the new corporation 
would enter into agreement July 
1 with the Inland Waterways 
Corp. for the purchase of the lines 
on or before Dec, 31. The balance 
of the equipment now held by the 
Government corporation would be 
leased at nominal rates when re- 
quired to maintain service. 

The terms proopsed call for 
payment of 10 per cent of the 
purchase price on the closing 
date, the balance to be payable 
in annual installments over a 
peried of 20 years at interest of 
8% per cent, subject to the fol- 
lowing conditions: 

That Congress prior to July 1 
enact enabling legislation au- 
thorizing the sale and appropri- 
ate the $3,000,000 of authorized 
capital of Inland Waterways 
Corp. for construction of the 
modern equipment by Dec. 1; 

That for a period of five years 
the Missourl river division be 
operated under a separate book- 
keeping system, with net income 
going to the Government and 
any deficits being deducted from

That Inland Waterways Corp.

_ Valley Meeting Closes. 

The meeting coincided with the 
closing seasion at Hotel Statler of 
the twenty-ninth annual conven- 
tion of the Mississippi Valley’ As- 
eociatioon, whose delegates were 
told of the seven-year program of 
the Bureau of .

At a dinner meeting last night, 
V. Adm, William W. Smith, chair-

‘Hellish Evil.’

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 27— 
The Senate Criminal Jurispru- 
dence Committee deferred. action 
last night on the so-called fair 
trade bill, authorizing the fixing 
of minimum prices on all brand- 
named merchandise and prohibit- 
ing sale at lower prices. The post- 
ponement is an indication of the 
strong opposition to the bill within 
the committee. 

The committee held a brief ex- 
ecutive session after listening to a 
two-hour attack on the bill by 
Prof. Joseph M. Klamon, associate 
professor of marketing at Wash- 
ington University, and consultant 
to the Consumers Federation of 
St. Louis and St. Louis County. 

Klamon termed the measure “a 
hellish evil.” 

“The backers of this bill,” he 

, “are actuated by bare, bald 
greed.” ’ 

He argued that the sole purpose 
of the scheme for price fixing was 
to increase the prices to pur- 
chasers of all. articles which bear 
trademark or brand names, includ- 
ing foods, packaged drugs, auto- 
mobile tires and many others, the 
prices to be fixed by manufac- 
turers and all retailers to be com- 
pelled to sell at the fixed price. 

“It is devilish legislation at any 
time,” he said, “and particularly 
now in a period of high inflation 
when persons of low incomes are 
compelled to shop for. bargains to 
obtain the bare necessities of life 
within their income. 


Way to Depression. 


“The surest way I know to bring 
about a devastating depression is 
for prices and living costs to con- 
tinue to rise until the ability of 
most consumers to buy essentials 
dries up.” 

He ridiculed the merchants whe 
advocate the bill for their asser- 
tions that it would not increase 
prices, and that it was desired to 
prevent what they termed the un- 
fair competition of cut-rate stores 
in offering “loss leaders,” on 
which they lost money, in order to 
attract business, 

“The bill has only one purpose,” 
he said, “and that is to increase 
prices. It would not prevent the 
offering of goods below cost to 
attract business. If a store was 
prohibited from cutting prices on 
brand goods, it could cut prices 
on potatoes, sugar or any bulk 
commodity. 

“It would not benefit the small 
store in competition with the 
chain store. The chain stores 
have their private brands. You 
do not see one of them here op- 
posing the bill because they would 
be benefitted and not hurt by it.” 

In. discussing the high prices 
which he said would result from 
enactment of the law, Prof, Kla- 
mon stressed the increased expen- 
diture it would mean for every 
family in the state, 

“You could not possibly enact a 
tax bill which would bear as heav- 
ily on the people as would this 
bill,” he said, 

Senator L. D,. E. Joalyn of 
Charleston, who caused amendment 
of a similar bill two years ago to 
identify it as the “Minimum Price 
Bill” instead of the “Fair Trade 
Bill,” asked Klamon if that term 
did not more accurately describe 
Pai Klamon replied that it 

Similar laws are in effect in 45 
states, including those surround- 
ing Missouri, Senator Michael 
Kinney of St. Louis brought out 
in questioning Klamon that its 
passage in Missouri was particu- 
larly desired by merchants in II- 
linois and Kansas, fair trade 
states, because of loss of business 
to merchants in Missouri, where 
prices are lower.

sent to United States Senator 
James P. Kem was given today in 
Circuit Court here today. 

The witness, Ludwick Graves, 
chairman of the Board of Elec- 
tion Commissioners, appeared aa a 
prosecution witness in a_ state 
vote fraud trial growing out of 
the conduct of the 1946 primary 
here, He said he did not know 
who sent the telegram but re- 
called he was the first commis- 
sioner to enter the vault, from 
which ballots impounded by a 
state grand jury vital to the 
prosecution of most of 71 vote 
fraud defendants were stolen.

Hugh Moore, foremfin of the 
grand jury, testified that it had 
counted the ballots. James G. 
Kimbrell, prosecuting attorney of 
Jackson county, excused him until 
tomorrow after Ira B, McLaugh- 
lin, defense attorney, had objected 
to further testimony by the wit- 
ness. Circuit Judge James W. 
Broaddus overruled the objection, 
but pointed out no attempt had 
been made to disclose ‘exactly 
what happened at the grand jury 
session.

St. Louis Negro’s Measure 
Would Penalize Any 
Exclusion From Public 
Places,

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 27 — 


'{A Missouri civil rights bill; pro- - 


viding penalties for exclusion of 
any person from places of public 
accommodation, resort or amuse- 
ment, because of race, religion, 
creed, color or nationality, was in- 
troduced in the House this after- 
noon by Representative William 
Massingale, Negro member from 
St. Louis. 

The bill proposes penalties for 
violations, ranging from a fine of 
not more than $100 to imprison- 


ment in jail for not more than 90 
days, or both fine and imprison- 
ment. | 

Under its terms all persons 
would be entitled without segrega- 
tion or discrimination, to full ac- 
commodations, facilities and privi- 
legen of any place of public ac- 
commodation, resort or amuse 
ment, subject to any conditions 
provided by law. 

Places of public accommodation, 
resort or amusement, as defined 
in the bill, include hotels, taverns, 
auto courts, roadhouses, rooming 
houses, restaurants, taverns, any 
place where food or drinks are 
served, stores, parks, soda foun- 
tains, clinics, theaters, skating 
rinks, other places of amusement, 
and billiard and pool halls. 

Massingale said the bill was pat- 
terned after a civil rights act in 
effect in Pennsylvania, 

A bill sponsored by Massingale 
in the 1947 session, calling for cre- 
ation of a state fair employment 
practices commission, and barring 
discrimination in employment be- 
cause of race, color, religion or 
creed, was killed in a House com-

St. Louis City Counselor 
Argues for Measure, 
Tells Hearing of Reve- 
nue Plight.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 27 — 
The House Committee on Taxation 
and Revenue postponed action last 
night on the state revenue sharing 
bill for Missouri municipalities 
and counties, after hearing a plea 
by City Counselor George L. 


Stemmler of St. Louis for legisla- 
tion to aid the city in its present 
financia)] distress. 

Stemmler was the only advocate 
appearing before the committee 
for the bill, which would distribute 
one-half of the $15,000,000 annual 
collections of state income taxes 
to St. Louis, other cities and towns 
of more than 250 population, and 
the 114 counties. 

Opponents asserted the Dill 
would establish an unsound policy 
of state grants-in-aid to cities and 
counties, regardless of local need, 
and would violate the principle 
that local responsibility for rais- 
ing tax revenue should accompany 
the spending of that revenue. 

' Representative Edde B. Pope of 
Hermitage, cothmittee chairman, 
said the committee probably would 
act soon in reporting out a bill. 
“We realize there is a definite 
problem,” Pope said, “and that 
some of the cities are in need of 
additional revenue.” 

Support for Modification. 

While committee members would 
not comment, there were some in- 
dications of support for modifica- 
tion of the bill, sponsored by the 
Missouri Municipal League, to per- 
mit additional taxation by local 
political subdivisions rather than 
to provide grants or “handouts” 
of state aid. 

The pending bill, in addition to 
the proposed distribution of one- 
half of the state income tax 
revenue to the cities and counties, 
would place the other half in the 
state school fund. The school fund 
now receives one-third of all state 
general revenue collections, includ- 
ing income taxes. 

The bill provides that the income 
tax revenue to be shared would 
be returned to St. Louis and the 
114 counties in proportion to the 
income taxes paid in the city and 
counties. Municipalities within a 
county would receive 25 per cent 
of the state income taxes paid 
within those municipalities, to be 
taken from the county share. 

St. Louis would receive about 
$2,500,000 a year under the bill: 
Jackson county, including Kansas 
City, about $1,600,000, and St. 
Louis county about $1,000,000, it 
Was said. 

Stemmiler told the committee 
the primary purpose of the bill 
was to assist cities and counties 
in their present financial predica- 
ment, arising from greatly in- 
creased operating costs. 

“This is not essentially a St. 
Louis bill,” he said, “but the city, 
perhaps of all municipalities in the 
state, is in direct need of the aid 
the bill proposes to give.” 

Tells of Deficits. 

The city was confronted with 
an estimated deficit of $1,584,000 
at the end of the current fiscal 
year, and an anticipated deficit of 
$1,734,000 at the end of the next 
fiscal year, Stemmler said. Added 
requirements for civil service em- 
ployes who were dismissed but 
must be rehired, he said, and an- 
ticipated salary increases for mem- 
bers of the St. Louls Police De- 
partment, could increase the ex- 
pected deficit to $6,000,000 at the 
end of the next fiscal year. 

Edward Staples of Jefferson 
City, director of the Missouri Pub- 
lic Expenditure Survey, opposed 
the bill on the ground it would 
provide state grants for cities and 
counties, regardless of local need. 


Kaufmann Says Permit for Earn- 
ings Tax May Be Sought. 
Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann, in- 
formed of the City Counselor’s 
statements to the House commit- 
tee, said today it might be neces- 
sary to request the Legislature 
for permission to pass a second 
earnings tax ordinance in St. 
Louis. The first such tax was 
held invalid by the State Supreme 
Court on the ground the city was 

not empowered to impose it.

In refutation of charges by pro- 
ducers that they could not de- 
termine what the regulations were, 
or that different inspectors fol- 
lowed different rules, Dr. Fisher 
put into the record. several pages 
of detailed regulations, Commit- 
tee members questioned him close- 
ly about changes in regulations 
which producers alleged have been 
made in recent years — such as 
altering the required distance be- 
tween the rear of the cow and the 
wall of the milking barn, or the 
distance between barn and milk- 
house—and Dr, Fisher denied that 
any such regulation had been 
changed since he took office 14 
years ago.

Instruction of Farmers. 


Dr, Fisher was asked by Dun- 
can Meier, committee chairman, 
if milk inspectors presented a 
“piece-meal” program of meeting 
ordinance standards to producers, 
explaining it had been alleged 
that inspectors made a practice of 
finding one thing requiring 
change at each inspection. Dr, 
Fisher denied any such practice 
exists, saying “We give it to them 
all in one dose.” A shout of de- 
risive laughter came from the pro- 
ducers. 

Meier asked if Dr. Fisher could 
confirm from records in health di- 
vision files that “complete pro- 
grams” had been given producers 
and Dr. Fisher replied that he 
could not, 

Dr. Bredeck and Dr. Fisher pro- 
duced copies of printed bulletins 
on certain phases of the milk ordi- 
nance and told of informing farm- 
ers by means of such bulletins, 
together with letters to and con- 
ferences with representatives of 
producer co-operatives on provi- 
sions of the ordinance. 

Dr. Bredeck said the division 
in many ways had_-tried to 
inform producers of requirements, 
but that the division was not in 
the business of preparing indi- 
vidual building plans for farmers, 
and that no set of operating pro- 
cedures that the division might 
devise would fit all farms. 

Letter from U. S. Official, 

Mrs. Loeb asked Dr. Bredeck ff 
he could account for his unpop- 
ularity with producers. He said 
he could not, and that he hesitat- 
ed to prepare his own epitaph, but 
since he had been attacked per- 
sonally, he felt it necessary to re- 
ply.

CLEVELAND, Jan. 27 (AP)— 
The Brotherhood of Locomotive 


Firemen and Enginemen filed a 
demand with operators of South- 
eastern railroads yesterday for 
“complete equality of treatment” 
of firemen employed by those 
roads “regardless of race or pre- 
vious status.” 

The BLEF, which has about 
238,000 members and acts as bar- 
gaining representative for the 
fireman’s craft on railroads 
throughout the country, also de- 
manded equality in “the oppor- 
tunity of promotion to engineer” 
for all Southeastern railroad fire- 
men. 

The union said in a statement 
the action was taken “as the con- 
sequence of recent court decisions 


supporting nonpromotable Negro 
firemen employed on Southeast- 
ern railroads in their claim that 
present rules and practices un- 
fairly discriminate against them.” 

A ruling that federal courts have 
jurisdiction to handle such cases 
was handed down by the United 
States Supreme Court in 1944. 


Ruling on only one point in the 
decision of Circuit Judge Edward 
F. Bareis, the Appellate Court 
found that Judge Bareis was cor- 
rect in holding that a blanket in- 
dictment would not hold against 
officials of a commission form of 
government, who under the law 
are responsible only for their re- 
spective departments. Individual

Large Employers for Restrict- 
ing Allotments to Those Who 
Voluntarily Quit Work.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 27— 
Favorable action on a bill propos- 
ing extensive amendment of the 
State Unemployment Compensa- 
tion Law, including drastic restric- 
tions on benefit payments to per- 
sons who voluntarily quit. their 
jobs or are discharged for cause, 
was urged by representatives of 
large employers in Missouri, in a 


hearing last night before the 
House Committee on Labor. 

The committee laid the bill over 
until tomorrow night, when oppo- 
nents, including representatives of 
labor organizations, will be heard. 

Theodore J, Krause of St. Louis, 
executive vice ‘president of the 
Associated Industries of Missouri, 
said the bill represented an “ex- 
cellent job” by a special House 
committee which was created by 
the 1947 Legislature to investigate 
operation of the law and its ad- 
ministration by the State Division 
of Employment Security. 

“We do not like everything in 
the bill,” Krauss said, “and we 
think there should be further 
changes, But it is an objective ap- 
proach to a problem.” 

The bill would extend the maxi- 
mum period for payment of job- 
less benefits from 20 weeks to 26 
weeks, in one year. The present 
maximum benefit aegeroron of $20 
a week would not be changed.

Right Out of the Hospital. 

A certain group of spectators 
had been heckling two of the Du- 
quesne players, Guard John Barry 
and Center Ed Dahler, through- 
out the game. 
returned to the team, Barry play- 
ing despite an elbow injury which 
forced him to wear a protective 
pad,and Dahler coming back after 
a siegé of pneumonia. 

Neither player could take much 
part in the game and this fact was 
blamed by some of the sports 
writers for Duquesne’s defeat. 

The whole incident apparently 
was touched off by a misunder- 
standing. Coach Chick Davies of 
the Dukes and Coach John Ed- 
wards of Wesleyan, the latter a

Howard Pollet, who pitched the 
Cardinals to a National League 
pennant in 1946 and then suffered 
a most disappointing season last 
year, told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
today that he had signed his 1948 
contract, which the lefthander de- 
scribed as “satisfactory in view 
of what happened” in ‘47.

While Munger won 16 games and 
lost only five last season, Pollet 
slumped from a 2l-game record 
and 2.10 earned-run average of 
1946 to only nine victories and 11 
defeats. And he allowed an aver- 
age of 434 runs per nine-inning 
game, though he finished what he 
started only six times in 20 tries.

“I knew all along there was 
something wrong with my arm, 
though no one else seemed to 
agree, insisting my trouble was 
worry over a poor start,” the 
pitcher recalled. “X-rays at first 
indicated nothing in the way of a 
disturbance, but subsequently they 
disclosed that spur on my left el- 
bow, and I’m sure the operation 
Dr. Hyland performed last fall 
was all I needed for ’48.”

Island State basketball teams 
noted for their high-scoring 
razzle-dazzle, sounded off the 
other day against the zone de- 
fense, which he called un-Ameri- 
can, and so it seemed interesting 
to get an opinion from Washing- 
ton University’s Blair Gullion and 
St. Louis’ Eddie Hickey. 

When the University of Maine 
went into a zone, a defense that 
tends to slow action and, there- 
fore, has been legislated against 
by the professional Basketball As- 
sociation of America, Keaney or- 
dered his team to stall by way of 
rebuttal, further making the game 
unsavory from a spectator’s view- 
point. °“Maine wasn’t playing in 
an American fashion,” snapped 
Mr. Keaney. 

It appeared that the Scornful 
attitude toward the zone by some 
coaches, who have gone so far as 
to freeze off their schedules teams 
that employ it, was the same 
ingenuity-stifling attitude of any- 
one who would attempt to bar a 
looping line in football or a 
Boudreau shift in baseball. But 
maybe Gullion and Hickey, 
coaches of reputation and experi- 
ence, agreed with the Keaneys? 

No, they didn’t. It’s a free coun- 
try, they summarized, 

“Ingenuity ig fine as long as it’s 
within the rules, and the zone defi- 
nitely is,” said Hickey. 


Yes, It’s Still Nice 
To Win ’Em, Coach. 
66 on of things Ameri- 


can,” commented Gullion, 
“it’s an old custom here to 
want to win. A man’s teachings 
should be dictated by his mate- 


Y|rial, his coaching philosophy and 


objective. And if you've got a 
small ‘floor and slow flatfooted 


boys, it’s your privilege to use the 
zone or anything else legal.” 

Strictly speaking, the zone, as 
distinguished from ‘the man-for- 
man, is one in which players are 
aligned defensively in assigned 
territories. around the _ scoring 
area, with the principle duty to 
defend all activity that comes 
within that prescribed area. A 
long-winded definition, yes, but 
equally verbose are the arguments 
among Coaches as to where a gone 
defense begins and a man-for- 
man ends, for, as both Gullion 
and Hickey emphasized, the in- 
terpretations vary. “There’s 
scarcely such a thing as a pure 
zone any more,” said Gullion. 

“The twilight area between night 
and day is the same as intangible 
line between the zone and man- 
for-man now,” Hickey observed. 
“A defensive player's tactics of 
sagging or falling away from his 
opponent, particularly when the 
two men are on the side of the 
floor away from the ball, become 
a zone principle.” 

So with the Oklahoma Aggies’ 
Hank Iba and many other coaches 
using a hybrid, which one night

smacks more of the man-for-man 
and of a zone the next, you have 
such high-sounding terms as Phog 
Allen’s “transitional stratified man- 
to-man with a zone principle” or 
Coach Upstart’s  triple- inverted 
man-for-zone with a double Eagle 
stamp rebate. 


Don’t Fear Zone 
—Not Too Much. 


HE zone defense is at times 
most effective, particularly 
when flashed surprisingly 
against a team that hasn’t seen 
one in a long time, But a pressing- 
man-for-man, in which a team 
harrasses and guards its opponents 
the length and width of the floor, 
also can be most disconcerting. 
And‘on that comparative subject 
Gullion had this to say: 

“To give more balance between 
offense and defense, the 10-second 
rule was adopted, forcing the at- 
tacking side to bring the ball over 
the center line, thereby making 
the offense play into the hands 
of both the zone defense, which 
can set back and wait, and also 
the pressing type of man-for-man, 
which can bedevil a team and 
make it lose the ball or waste 
energy because it must get across 
that center line.” 

To overcome an enemy’s zone 

defense, accents the offense’s abil- 
ity to make the most of its scor- 
ing chances and puts a greater 
need on action and judgment of 
the individual player, said Hickey. 
And as another antidote for the 
pesky zone Gullion recommended 
(1) a fast break whenever possible, 
(2) overloading a zone (putting 
two or more offensive players into 
one defensive zone and moving 
both man and ball) and.(3) taking 
advantage of the extra time—and 
expected increase in accuracy—on 
set-shooting afforded by playing 
against a zone defense. 
The zone can be beaten, though, 
as fearsome and as dull some 
coaches make it sound, and it’s no 
half-cousin to the dodo. For in- 
stance, Harold Tuthill of the 
Post-Dispatch sports staff recalled 
that about 50 per cent of the high 
school teams in the recent Nor- 
mandy tournament used it. 

“From a teaching point of view, 
however, I. wish it would be dis- 
couraged in the high schools,” 
Hickey said, concluding: 

“The zone defense fails to de- 
velop flexibility or stamina, quick- 
ness of movement or footwork.” 

But it’s hardly un-American, Mr. 
Keaney.

Wildlife, Except in Alaska, Hit

Virtually the only area for 
which no particular alarm is felt 
is Alaska. Lance Hendrickson, 
Interior Department biologist, told 
a reporter that Alaskan wildlife 
has benefited to date by an “un- 
usually soft” winter.

Cottam said the birds are pol- 
soned by lead pellets from shot- 
gun discharges, which they pick 
up while feeding in marshes, The 
poison atrophies sexual organs, 
the birds fail to migrate, and 
eventually starve, Cottam said, 

He added that the Government 
is interested in development of 
lead shotgun pellets which will

In Moscow, where 
there is no reason for skyscrapers, 
because the space is almost un- 
limited and the land level, they 
are nevertheless planning sky- 
scrapers, almost in the New York 
manner, without the New York 
need. With a slow, antlike energy, 
they will build these cities. 

But now the people come 
through the wreckage, through 
the destroyed and tumbled build- 
ings—people, men, women, and 
even children, they come to the 
museum and look at the little 
plaster cities of the future. 

In Russia it is always the fu- 
ture that is thought of. It is the 
crops next year, it is the comfort 
that will come in ten years, it is 
the clothes that will be made very 
soon. If ever a people took its 
energy from hope, it is the Rus- 
sian people. 

We went from this little plaster 
city, so new that it has not even 
been built yet, to the ancient 
monastery on the cliff. Once it 
was the center of the Russian 
church, and one of the oldest re- 
ligious ‘structures in Russia. It 
had been beautiful, its buildings 
and its painting dating from the 
twelfth century. 

Monastery Looted, Shelled. 

But then the Germans came, 
and this monastery had been the 
repository of many of the treas- 
ures of the world. And when 
they had stolen most of the treas- 
ures they destroyed the buildings 
with shell fire to conceal their 
theft when they left the city. And 
now it is a great pile of fallen 
stones and tumbled domes, with

nobility, sitting in gloomy con-| 
centration on a noble future and | 
on a noble heaven, a heaven which | 
was probably as gloomy as this | 
church, with its incense-blackened | 
ceiling, and its glimmering gold 
leaf. And Capa says: “All good | 
churches are gloomy. That's what 
makes them good.” 

There is an older church in 
Kiev, one of the aldest in the'| 
world, that was built by Jaroslav | 
the Wise in 1034, and it is still | 
standing probably because there | 
was nothing of value to steal in 
it, and so the Germans left it 
alone. But it again is a high, 
gloomy place. 

In a little side chapel, in a small 
houselike sarcophagus of marble, 
is the body of Jaroslav the Wise, 
who built the church. It is the 
tradition that Jaroslav had an 
accident in battle and broke his 
leg. And his body lay for more 
than a thousand years in the lit- 
tle houselike sarcophagus, and re- 
cently the casket was opened, and 
it was found that the body in the 
casket had indeed had a broken 
leg, and every one was happy, for 
this was really Jaroslav the Wise. 

War is no new thing to Kiev, 
for the raids of the savages from 
Tartary had come over this dis- 
trict. It has been a place of war | 
for thousands of years. | 

But no savage tribe, no invader, | 
ever was responsible for the stu-| 
pid calculated cruelties and the 
destructions of the Germans, They 
raged through the country like 
frantic, cruel children. 

And now the lines of the prison- 
ers in their German army uni- 
forms march through the streets, 
to work at cleaning up the de- 
struction they caused. 

And the Ukrainian people do, 
not look at them. They turn away 
when the columns march through 
the streets. They look through 
these prisoners and over them and 
do not see them, And perhaps 
this is the worst punishment that 
could possibly be inflicted on 
them.

Against U. S. Aid to Schools 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

In your Jan. 21 issue there appeared 
in the Mirror of Public Opinion a piece 
from the New York Times Magazine by 
Senator George D, Aiken of Vermont in 
which he advocates passage of the bill 
for federal aid to schools. 

His article is another bit added to an 
alarming amount of propaganda to which 
the people of this nation are being sub- 
jected in an effort to inject the federal 
government into still another phase of 
our lives—the education of our children. 

By constitutional limitation Congress 
has been enjoined from making any law 
respecting an establishment of religion, 
It is equally important that it pass no 
law respecting an establishment of pub- 
lic education, for our liberties are 
cradled in our religion and educational 
process, 

Four justices of the Supreme Court of 
the United States fully realize the dan- 
gers of governmental aid. Though writ- 
ing their opinion in a matter involving 
aid to a religious organization, what they 
said is forcefully applicable to the cry 
for so-called federal aid to schools: 

“Public money devoted to payment of 
» « . costs, educational or other, brings 
the quest for more, It brings too the 
struggle ... for the larger share or for 
any. Here one by numbers alone will 
benefit most, there another. . , . The 
end of such strife, cannot be other than 
to destroy the cherished lHiberty. The 
dominating group will achieve the dom- 
inant benefit; or all will embroil the 
state in their dissensions.” 

Senator Aiken admits federal domina- 
tion of the school system could be 
achieved by such a program, but he says 
this could be done only with the consent 
of Congress and, he believes, Congress 
is not likely to give that consent. But 
who denies that any party in power 
seeks to perpetuate itself, or that there 
is any stronger pressure group than an 
organized school system teaching its

A Word to Oklahoma 


The regents and administrative staff at the 
University of Oklahoma are forfeiting a chance 
to distinguish themselves and their university. 
Presented with an opportunity to rise above 
racial prejudice and discrimination in higher 
education, they have resorted to subterfuge. Al- 
though they had said that they could not set up 
“an equal law school” for a Negro applicant 
short of several months, they are now proceeding 
to do just that. They have denied Ada Lois 
Sipuel Fisher admission to the state-supported 
law school and will attempt to throw one to- 
gether overnight. - 

This is a mistake in more ways than one and 
Missouri can speak from experience. After the 


Gaines decision 10 years ago, involving the same 


issue in this state, Missouri set up a law school 
for Negroes in St. Louis as a branch of Lincoln 
University. A study of this school in the Post- 
Dispatch showed that the cost to the state of 
educating each student is $807 a year against 
$228, which the state pays per student in the law 
school at the University of Missouri. 

High ag the $807 ‘figure is, it stands to go 
much higher. The Negro law school is housed 
in wholly inadequate quarters, as the Post- 
Dispatch investigation showed. Already the 
curators of Lincoln University have asked th 
Missouri Legislature for $400,000 to erect a law 
school. Erect such a building and the cost per 
pupil for the 44 Negroes now studying law in St. 
Louis, about half of whom are from outside 
Missouri, would jump high above $807 a year. 

But this is only the financial end of the prob- 
lem. With all respect to the hard work of Dean 
Scovel Richardson and his staff at the Negro 
law school in St. Louis, they cannot hope to give 
their students as full a preparation for the law as 
is available at Columbia. There are many rea- 
sons for this. Teaching and library facilities 
necessarily are limited. Thorough discussion of 
legal problems, on which a law school thrives, is 
less likely where the student body is so small 
that only a few minds may be joined in thinking 
about issues. The law school at Columbia bene- 
fits from lecturers and visiting professors of dis- 
tinction which are denied to a separate school 
set up on race segregation lines. 

This is what Oklahoma is letting itself in for. 
Missouri has made the mistake and we hope to 
see this state turn back before we commit our- 
selves more deeply in expensive error. One of 
these days a Negro will ask admission to the 
University of Missouri medical school. Then 
presumably, under our present pojicy, the cura- 
tors will endeavor to set up a separate medical 
school. If Oklahoma stays put on its law school 
decision, it will invite the same series of 
mistakes. Meantime, it has in effect forced one 
of its residents to return to Washington to ask 
an order on Oklahoma to open the law school 
door. 

The Tulsa Tribune took the stand that the 
University of Oklahoma school admit graduate 
students and students in essentially graduate 
work such as law. This is the one best way to 
handle the instant case as it was the best way 
to handle the application of Lloyd Gaines in 
Missouri. We hope to see Oklahoma correct it- 
self by admitting this young Negro woman to 
its law school. That will help us get straight- 
ened out here in Missouri. 
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Slugfest Coming Up 

Mighty blunt words are being spoken in the 
contest for the Republican nomination for Gov- 
ernor in Illinois. Lt. Gov. Hugh W. Cross says:

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$2,500,000 Is Modest 
St. Louis, the eighth largest city in the United 


States, ranks thirty-fourth in financial assistance 
from its state government. According to figures 


compiled by the United States Department of 
Commerce, St. Louis received only $377,000 from 
Missouri in 1946, This compares with 
Cleveland, $7,379,000 
Baltimore, $12,673,000 
which are only a little larger than St. Louis, and 
Boston, $20,624,000 
San Francisco, $9,546,000 
Milwaukee, $11,940,000. 
all of which are smaller than St. Louis, and 
$5,864,000 for Newark, N. J., which is little over 
half the size of St. Louis. 

Here is further evidence that St. Louis asks 
nothing unreasonable in appealing to the Legis- 
lature for rescue from its financial plight. Mayor 
Kaufmann’s request for a direct handout of state 
income tax receipts is not a good way to do it, 
to be sure, but a good way is available. 

Without any new financial gra‘its, the Legisla- 
ture could reduce or abolish the state income 
tax and authorize local governments to enter 
this field, as a pending bill provides, 

Whatever form the relief may take, the com- 
parative figures certainly show that the re- 
quested amount of $2,500,000 for St. Louis is 
modest.

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Mr. Priest Won’t Run 


It igs regrettable that H. Sam Priest feels he 
cannot undertake the race for the Democratic 
gubernatorial nomination. The Democratic state 
ticket was and is badly in need of a name with 
prestige behind it. 

Forrest Smith has been plugging away for 
years in the office of te Auditor, trying to 


state. Though in 1944 he was hitc 

F.D.R.’s coattails—magic recipe for the success 
of many politicians—he was unable to beat For- 
rest Donnell for the Senate. The remaining 
candidates, Dan M. Nee and Raymond E. Cox, 
are no balls of fire. 

Evidently, the suggestion that Priest run was 
not welcomed by many local politicians, and it is 
for that very reason that his refusal is a public 
disappointment. In his years as Clerk of the 
Circuit Court, Mr. Priest entrenched himself in 
public confidence by the brilliant businesslike 
way he ran that office. He was a top-flight vote- 
getter, too, and the city remembers how he tri- 
umphed over Dickmann-Hannegan opposition, 
when that outfit was going strong here. Now, 
once again, as President of the Police Board, 
Mr. Priest is working in his efficient way to im- 
prove and modernize police administration. 

Some months ago, it was rumored that the 
Democratic high command in Washington was 
worried about the lack of a gubernatorial candi- 
date in Missouri with real distinction. At that 
time, an effort was made to induce Supreme 
Court Judge James M. Douglas to run. That 
effort failed and, now with Mr. Priest’s declina- 
tion, GHQ should be considerably more worried. 
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For State Courts, Too 

If the Illinois Supreme Court is puzzled as 
to what to do about its recent precedents which 
have brought Illinois such embarrassment as 
failing to protect basic trial rights of accused 
persons, it may find guidance in decisions of the 
United States Supreme Court. ot once but 
many times, the nation’s Supreme Justices have 
frankly faced the fact of previous error and pub- 
licly reversed themselves. 

This is the way of democracy for the judici- 
ary no less than for the executive and legislative 
branches. It is the way for state supreme courts 
as well as for the highest tribunal in Washing- 
ton. This is something for Illinois to ponder as 
its Supreme Judges decide what to do with two 
new right-to-counsel cases which squarely raise 
the issue of reversal. 
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Hot Boxes, Perilous and Obsolete 


A hot box is blamed for a railroad accident for 
the second time this month, in the derailing of 
the Erie’s “Lake Cities Express” near James- 
town, N. Y. The same cause threw a wheel off 
a Grand Trunk freight at Battle Creek, Mich., 
last week and jackknifed it across the path of an- 
other freight, killing three persons. Yet hot 
boxes have been obsolete since the invention of 
ball and roller bearings around the start of the 
present century. 

Journal bearings sometimes run hot because 
the turning of the axles in them creates friction. 
Roller bearings eliminate friction. As long as 
16 years ago the then vice president of the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad Co., Brig. Gen. C. D, Young, 
was saying that roller bearings were ‘destined 
to supersede the journal type” because their 
“durability, and freedom from train detention 
due to bearing trouble, leave no doubt as to their 

value.” 

By a strange irony it was that same ‘railroad 
that, 12 years later, had the worst wreck that had 
occurred in the United States since Gen, Young 
spoke—and the cause was a flaming journal 
bearing. The wreck of the Pennsylvania’s “Con- 
gressional Limited” on the 1943 Labor day week- 
end killed 79 persons, 

How much longer must obsolete journal bear- 
ings continue to take a toll of human lives be- 
fore they are replaced with safe roller bearings? 
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How the Legislature Can Help 

Housing conditions at the Missouri State 
Training School for Boys at Boonville cannot 
be corrected over night. It would help a great 
meantime, for the Legislature to au- 
thorize transfers from the Training School to 
other correctional institutions when it is found 
that the Training School is not the place for cer- 
tain offenders, No sound correctional program 
can be based on an arbitrary system which re- 
quires the school at Boonville to handle boys 
from youngest ages to 21 regardless of 
characteristics. 

When the. director of the Training School 
Board, in company with Louis J. Sharp, director 
of its three schools, visited similar institutions 
in other states last year, they found their hosts 
amazed to learn that Missouri still makes no 
provision for transfers when they obviously are 


indicated. This is something the Legislature 


should attend to as soon as possible. 
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Juniata, Not Pronounced Juanita 

In the interest of the fair name of Middle- 
Western speech, we have looked into a charge 
by a San Antonian that St. Louisans pronounce 
the word “Juanita” June-ee-atta. The conclu- 
sion we reach is that he does not know his edible 
American fresh-water turtles. 

The aspersion on St. Louis diction arises in a 
letter to the “Around the Plaza” column of the 
San Antonio Light, which says: “In the poor old 
benighted city of St. Louis, there is a street 
named Juanita, which the local inhabitants for 
years have pronounced June-ee-atta. Why not 
take this up with your colleagues of the St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch and try to teach them a little 
Spanish?” 

The fact is that there is no street in St. Louis 
named Juanita. (St. Louis County has a Juanita 
street, which St. Louisans pronounce Juanita.) 
There is a street in the City of St. Louis named 
Juniata, which St. Loulsans pronounce as the 
San Antonio Light’s correspondent says they do, 
that being the way it is pronounced. Juniata 
street is in South St. Louis, where the east-west 
streets are named after rivers and Indians and 
the north-south streets are named after states. 

It is an east-west street and is named after 
the Juniata river, a stream in central Pennsyl- 
vania which flows into the Susquehanna. The 
word “juniata” means a species of American 
edible fresh-water turtle, olive brown on top and 
a blotchy red underneath (Pseudemys rubriven- 
tris), And that, we should think, would be just 
about that,

To 
insure a thorough purging of Nazis, all im- 
portant officials of the occupying forces 
and government were handed over to loyal 
Frenchmen who had felt the lash of the 
Fascist whip,

Operation Textbook 


In one district of 1,300,000 people, there 
were 87,000 sentences, Among the ranks of 
civil servants, fully 75 per cent were given 
some form of punishment, 

Gen. Koenig, the French commander, 
then directed that full attention be given 
to the constructive part of the program, 
namely re-education, 


After much sleuthing, the French au- | 


thorities learned that a group of German 
intellectuals and educators had used their 
years of exile in the United States to pre- 
pare the manuscripts of texts for a new 
Germany. 

Once the manuscripts were acquired, the 
French Bureau of Education proceeded with 
Operation Textbook. Stringent paper ra- 
tioning was introduced and the finest 
presses in the French Zone were ordered to 
drop all work and start preparing the 
books, 

An American correspondent, Fred M. 
Hechinger, who examined these textbooks 
just after they were published, declares in 
the Washington Post: 

“They are superior to anything the Ger- 
man school has ever produced. As an 
American correspondent, I could feel little 


pride when I compared French accomplish- 
ment with American effort.” 

An outstanding feature of the French re- 
education program is the great care being 
taken in the training of future teachers 
of Germans. 

A large percentage of the future peda- 
gogues will have spent at least six months 
in Switzerland to absorb some of that coun- 
try’s democratic atmosphere, 


France has put a dozen new wrinkles Into 
the education of Germans. Consider, for 
example, the People’s Universities that have 
been started in every community... “These 
are intended for factory workers, house- 
wives, clerks—and anyone else interested 
in broadening his viewpoint on man’s prob- 
lems,” explains Pierre Paraf. 

The teachers at these universities are 
progressive educators, many of whom fled 
from Germany when Hitler came to power, 
Often, foreign lecturers are invited to ex- 
press their views, 


Since as many as 90 per cent of German 
civil servants had to be dismissed from 
their posts, in some categories of the pub- 
lic service, the French have established a 
Civil Service School. 


Learning the Language 


Here, they are trying to stamp out the 
notion that every minor official is a little 
dictator who can impose his will on the 
public. 


Mme. Giron, co-director of education, has 
very definite ideas on the way the dem- 
ocratic spirit should be spread. “I don’t 
believe in army officers giving demonstra- 
tions in democracy,” she says. “We want 
people with knowledge of the problem, not 
merely amateurs of good will,” 


One of Mme, Giron’s beliefs is that there 
should be close fraternization between the 
citizens of both countries, Thus, at every 
secondary school there are a few French 
“assistants” — volunteer students from 
French schools who work and study with 
the German pupils, and later make a re- 
port on the program of re-education: where 
it is failing, where it is succeeding. 


Many families of occupation officials are 
making a determined effort to learn the 
German language; in turn, they are teach- 
ing French to their neighbors, 

Gen, Koenig and his assistants are under 
no illusions about the difficulty of teaching 
democracy to the Germans, They know the 
Teutonic character. 

“If we French are going to stay In Ger- 
many for only a couple of years,” they say, 


“we are working against ourselves, because 


Wwe are already rebuilding the German ad- 
ministration and country. But if we stay 
for two generations—we may have democ- 
racy.” 


Mr. Baruch’s Fine Words 


From the New York Herald Tribune 


Last week Bernard Baruch gave a con- 
gressional committee his plan for arresting 
inflation. His views were acclaimed by 
commentators and observers representing a 
wide range of opinion, The following day 
another congressional committee announced 
that plans of the House Republicans for a 
very large tax reduction will continue to be 
pressed. By implication, therefore, the 
Baruch program was thrown into the dis- 
card before either the Congress or the pub- 
lic had time to consider it. 

This is so because all of the anti-inflation 
measures outlined by Mr. Baruch are inter- 
dependent, Tax policy cannot be separated 
from the rest, Tax reduction will limit the 
possibilities of reducing the national debt 
and will at: the same time pump more pur- 
chasing power into the economy. 

Mr, Baruch does not believe that our vast 
commitments in this world that is not yet 
at peace leave any room for such a luxury, 


Others may feel that some reduction in 
taxes can safely be made, but surely proper 
timing requires that the Marshall plan and 
the anti-inflation program, including a re- 
view of the tax situation, be considered as 
an entity. 

There is a psychological aspect to the 
matter, too. Mr. Baruch persuasively ar- 
gues the importance of activating the moral 
forces that made the war effort possible for 
a serious peace effort. A tax reduction 
now will give Americans the impression 
that things are returning to normal rather 
than that further strenuous efforts are 
needed. 

Neither political party has so far come 
forward with an anti-inflation program 
that has teeth in it. Now that a citizen of 
Mr. Baruch’s stature and qualifications has 
done so, it would be foolhardy to toss aside 
his contribution in offhand fashion, as Re- 
publican leaders seem inclined to do,

Those who 
like them straight, with morals sticking 
out all over like broken bones, will prefer 
Eugene L. Burdick’s “Rest Camp on Maui,” 
the second prize winner. Between the two, 
a is a great variety of style and mate- 
rial, 

Several stories are concerned with the 
war, many more with children and child- 
hood, (Someone has remarked that an au- 
thor’s childhood is hig best stock in trade.) 
Along these lines are Jean Stafford’s “The 
Hope Chest,” of a wealthy lady of 82 who 
bargains with the young son of a chimney~ 
sweep for a 25-cent Christmas wreath; and 
Robert Lewis’ “Little Victor,” of the French 
seven-year-old boy who lies in court to 
help the Negro G.I, who befriended him.

The first prize story is also a story of 
childhood: “The White Circle,” by John 
Bell Clayton, It truly deserves top place, 
The story is set in a very definite personal 
location by the author, but the reader re- 
quires little imaginative facility to transfer 
it to his own rhildhood,’and it is this shift 
from the author to the reader and back 
again which stirs the reader so deeply, 

Many of the writers are newcomers, which 
{is not unusual, for the short story is often 
the first field to be plowed. Most are une 
der 40, half under 30, evenly divided be 
tween men and women. Interestingly 
enough, half the stories are from women’s 
fashion magazines; the rest from genera] 
(Harper’s, etc.) and literary (Kenyon Ree 
view, etc.) magazines. 

While most will read the book primarily 
for its entertainment value (which ig 
high), such an anthology offers much data 
on the state of letters today and the out- 
look of our younger writers.

The Economy Ax. 


One reason, of course, was that 
Congress last June had used an 
economy ax. Many of the ablest 
people got out. The result was 
a kind of demoralization which 
was certainly not checked in the 
interval that followed the resigna- 
tion of Assistant Secretary Benton 
while the information division 
was headless. 

The difficulty of the job under 
our kind of democracy is almost 
as obvious as its importance. In 
his report on the Mundt bill au- 
thorizing the Information Service, 
Kenator H. Alexander Smith of 
New Jersey included this signifi- 
cant comment: 

“If the programs are as ener- 
getic, creative and courageous as 
we hope them to be, there will be 
mistakes which sometimes happen 
to be dramatic. However, criti- 
cism which reflects perspective 
and judgment cannot but help the 
programs and should be applied 
especially in detecting any per- 
gistent tendencies toward ineffec- 
tiveness, distortion or partisan- 
ship.” 


Tod Tight Leash. 


This, in effect, gives authority 
for a bold and courageous pro- 
gram with one hand and quickly 
yanks it back with another. It 
gecms to me to illustrate an im- 
portant trait in the American 
character that constantly handi- 
caps the American Government in 
taking the kind of decisive action 
called for today. 

We have a fundamental distrust

be beamed to the world. 


of any and all authority. It goes 
so deep that often we refuse to 
delegate sufficient authority to a 
man in an important position. He 
is held so tightly on the leash as 
to be unable to make necessary 
day-to-day decisions, 


In beaming a million and a half 
to two million words to the world 
every week, the head of the Infor- 
mation Service is peculiarly vul- 
nerable. Not every member of 
Congress will agree with every 
word that is sent out. But a man 
who has both training and integ- 
rity should be allowed to make 
what some may think to be mis- 
takes, Otherwise his program will 
be so cautious and so colorless as 
to be of no value at all, 


Allen’s Handicap. 


The recent outcry over what the 
United States Information Service 
distributed in China as reflecting 
editorial opinion on Chinese aid 
in American newspapers is a case 
in point. The net effect may have 
come down unfairly on the side of 
criticism of the Chiang Kai-shek 
Government, But if every indi- 
vidual is to sponsor his own pet 
foreign policy and punish the juck- 
less bureaucrat for in any way 
cutting across that policy, then 
eg result will be a great big 
void, 


As a-career diplomat, Allen has 
distinguished himself—and par- 
ticularly in Iran. All his training 
and conditioning have, however, 
been on the side of caution when 
it comes to policy and Congress. 
If now Congress is to sit looking 
over his shoulder, ready to jump 
at any and all mistakes, the pro- 
grams will not be bold and coura- 
geous. They will be dull and life- 
less. Radio listeners from Khar- 
tum to Kamchatka will turn the 
dial to find something more in- 
teresting. 


Benton Was Blocked. 


Allen deserves a chance to show 
what he can do, to operate with 
comparative freedom. Of course, 
he will want to work closely with 
Congress. But Congress must not 
keep the leash so short that the 
new director will be handicapped 
at the very outset. 

When the whole story is told, it 
will be clear that Benton was 
never given a real opportunity. It 
will also be clear that he did a 
lot to win congressional support 
for the program. Men like Sen- 
ator Smith, keenly aware of the 
need for a real Voice of America, 
should push ahead to get the nec- 
essary appropriations. And then 
they should sit back and let the 
new man be as bold and coura- 
geous as he knows how to be.

RITAIN’S announced intention of organizing the nations of 
Western Europe for self-defense confirms the judgment of the 
American President in proclaiming the Truman Doctrine a year 


ago, 


For three years it has been clear that the chief obstacle to 


the European rehabilitation was fear of Russia. So long as the 
nations of Western Europe had to fear that in case of trouble they 
would be run over by the Red Army, their will was paralyzed. 


To paralyze this will, to keep 
Western Europe—once the master 
of the world—in a state of trem- 
bling uncertainty, has been Mos- 
COW'S POlicy. SO- rym cor nes 
viet leaders ee 
started planning — 
during the war. 
While the United - . 
States disarmed, ~ 
Moscow kept 
large armies 
mobilized. It in- 
corporated East- 
ern Europe into 
the Soviet mili- 
tary and _ eco- 
nomic system. It 
encouraged dis- 
armament in the Rantet Bevin 
West. It utilized stooge Commu- 
nist parties to disintegrate the 
social and political fabric of great 
countries like France and Italy. 


| Moscow’s Fright Tactic. 


It spread the story—duly echoed 
by unwitting tools in the demo- 
cratic countries—that efforts to 
prevent further Soviet conquests 
would be futile. For in case of 
armed struggle, the Soviets, con- 
ceivably bombed out of their Rus- 
tian centers, would simply move 
into the cities and industries of 
Western Europe. And then what 
would the United States do? 
Atomize friends? Impossible. 

The moral was, the United 
States could not prevent Soviet 
expansion and should not try. It 
could not in fairness ask the help- 
less countries of Western Europe 
to adhere to a common defense 
system. For in case of trouble 
they would be victimized regard- 
less of the outcome. 


Chance to Recover. 


Even yesterday one American 
“expert” insisted that to take 
Western Europe into the Amer- 
jcan camp would ruin the Mar- 
shall plan by preventing the 
needed trade between Eastern and 
Western Europe. 

Fortunately, Western Europe, if 
helped for a while, has everything 
that is needed to organize itself 
economically into a going concern 
and to make itself militarily im- 
pregnable. Hitherto, one of the 
obstacles has been Great Britain. 
No such organization of Western 
Europe can be made without or 
against Great Britain. British 


leaders have been reluctant to ac- 
cept Soviet hostility as a funda- 
mental fact in postwar life. Some 
even seemed to prefer Socialism to 
security. Therefore they rather 
resented the Truman Doctrine and 
muttered foolishly of “American 
imperialism.” 


*® |Britain Comes In. 


Now, however, British leaders 
have come around, British For- 
eign Secretary Ernest Bevin put 
it bluntly to the House of Com- 
mons last week. He said: “We 
are entitled to organize the kin- 
dred souls of the West, just as 
(the Russians) have organized kin- 
dred souls in the East.” 

Better late than never. There 
is still time, 

Mr. Bevin intends to include as 
many of the 16 countries that ad- 
here to the Marshall plan as wish 
to join, This means first of all, 
the Low Countries, France and 
Italy. It may mean one or more 
of the Scandinavian countries, 
Greece and Turkey. At some point, 
the resources and inhabitants of 
western Germany may be invited 
to adhere. 

This move is defensive and es- 
sential. Obviously, it will receive 
American backing unless our Con- 
gress chooses to wreck it and 
Europe by repudiating the Mar- 
shall plan. 


Prelude to Peace. : 


It will not in itself bring peace. 
But stability is the necessary prel- 
ude to peace. For—to repeat—so 
long as the Soviets can intimidate 
Western Europe by threat of mili- 
tary occupation, there can be no 
peace except on Soviet terms. This 
is the specter that has been hang- 
ing over the world for the last 
two or three years. 

Even the sealing of the new 
Western European defensive alli- 
ance will not immediately make 
this area safe against Soviet pres- 
sure. But as Western Europe re- 
covers, its military security will 
grow. Fairly soon such a Europe, 
with American economic and mili- 
tary backing, will be entirely capa- 
ble of looking after itself. 

At that time, with the balance 
of power restored, the United Na- 
tions can and must be given that 
minimum legislative and executive 


power that will enable it to stabi- 
lize the world.

Architecture Students, Fac- 
ulty to Help Plan South 
Broadway Rehabilitation.

Faculty and students of the 
Washington University School of 
Architecture will co-operate with 


the South Broadway Merchants 
and Manufacturers Association in 
plans for the rehabilitation of the 
South Broadway area, it was an- 
nounced last night. 

‘James P. Hickok, president of 
the Manufacturers Bank and 
Trust Co., appearing on the Post- 
Dispatch television station KSD- 
TV, made the announcement. He 
said that a $3500 prize fund set 
up for the association to conduct 
an architectural competition on 
ideas for housing projects and 
commercial developments will be 
turned over to the school, 

It is expected that $600 to $800 
of the fund will be used for prizes 
to be given in student competi- 
tions, while the remainder will be 
spent by the school in research in 
housing problems, The $3500 fund 
was made up through contribu- 
tions by Manufacturers Bank, An- 
heuser-Busch, Inc., Gayford Con- 
tainer Corp, and Monsanto Chemi- 
cal Co, 

Prof. Austin R. Fitch, chairman 
of a special faculty committee 
which worked with the associa- 
tion, said student work would be 
co-ordinated with regular class 
work in design, city planning, 
construction and similar subjects. 
‘Intense student interest is bound 
to be aroused because of the real- 
ism of the project,” he said. 

The school’s part in the project 
will be in two general phases, one 
concerned with commercial blocks, 
the other with housing, 

In considering rehabilitation of 
commercial blocks, students and 
instructors will visit the South 
Broadway district to select par- 
ticular sites for study. From these 
visits and from further study 
made from photographs, choice of 
areas to be redesigned will be 
made and details of the competi- 
tion worked out. 

Both new and. rehabilitated 
housing will be considered. Stu- 
dents and instructors will study 
the South Broadway neighbor- 
hood and its relation to the City 
Plan as a whole, then will de- 
cide which structures should be 
retained and _ rehabilitated and 
which might better be torn down 
to make way for new building. A 
smaller section, made up of sev- 
eral blocks, will be chosen for de- 
tailed study. 

Winning designs will be dis- 
played at the Art Museum during 
October. Following that they will 
be displayed in the lobby of the 
Manufacturers Bank so that citi- 
zens of the area concerned may 
give them detailed study. :

‘practical workings of Congress 

must realize, self-interest is the 

great congressional persuader. 
Yet these real motives of 

American self-interest, which 

would quickly convince Con- 

gress, have never been publicly 
confessed or explained by Pres- 
ident Truman, or Secretary 

Byrnes, or Secretary Marshall, 
or anyone else in authority. 

They have been hinted at, or 

suggested by shadowy general- 
ities. But mere hints and sug- 

gestions do not pose big issues. 

In fact, the underlying issues of 

American policy have never 

been debated in the Congress, 
because each great American 
policy decision has always been 
put forward in elaborate moral, 
humanitarian or economic fancy 
dress, with the real motives for 
it largely suppressed. 

There are no exceptions to this 
rule. The strong language of the 
so-called Truman Doctrine no 
doubt passed the Greek-Turkish 
But President Truman's 
rather grandiloquent defiance of 
the advance of totalitarianism 
contained no mention of realistic 
American interests. 

When Secretary Marshall in- 
sisted upon Greek-Turkish aid, he 
had in mind only that Greece and 
Turkey were the keys of the Mid- 
dle East, and that control of the 
Middle East would give the Rus- 
sians unchallenged domination of 
Europe and Asia.

With Milk and Honey

LAUSANNE, Switzerland, Jan. 27. 


ITTING on a campstoo] at the foot of the 
§ underpass in the Lausanne railway station 
was a rotund old man, 

He wore a heavy overcoat and had on his head 
a soft Trilby hat. 
Between his legs 
was a violin cello 
which he was play- 
ing. Beside him was 
a little folding chair 
on which he hoped 
passersby would 

drop coins. 
In this old fel- 
low’s mouth was a 
cigar, It Was as 
long as those which 
are so frequently 
seen in the chubby 
hand of Winston 

Churchill. 
That cigar in the 
beggar’s mouth 
epitomizes the prosperity of Switzerland today. 


A cigar is a rare luxury in most of Europe 
these days. Few men will be seen smoking one 
even in the dining rooms of Claridge’s in London 
er the Ritz in Paris. 

That a Swiss beggar has a cigar to smoke is 
indicative of the fact that Switzerland today is 
an oasis of plenty in a continent of misery,

WITH THE possible exception of Sweden, 
there is no country in Burope which enjoys such 
a high standard of living for its people as a 
whole. It is 10 per cent higher than it was in 
1939. 

To come to this picturesque snow-capped 
mountain land after visiting the war-torn nations 
of Europe is like coming out of darkness into 
light. 

Here is striking evidence of what a sane 
society of mankind can accomplish when left in 
peace. The people are well fed, well clothed 
and well housed. 

Despite the fact that its tourist trade has 
been severely hit by, the war that wrecked so 
many other European countries, Switzerland is 
prospering. 

It has practically no unemployment. Last offi- 
cial figures showed 978 unemployed throughout 
the entire country with a total of 5010 jobs listed 
as available. 

The average basic wage of its city dwellers is 
the equivalent of $160 per month, News men in 
Moscow last spring were told that the average 
wage scale of .the Russian worker in the land of 
the proletariat was $40 monthly. 

Although food and clothing prices in the main 
Swiss cities are high, they are within the reach 
of most of the white collar workers. — 
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THE SWISS PEOPLE are not as a whole roll- 
ing in wealth, but compared to conditions in 
Britain, France, Italy, Germany, Austria or the 
Soviet Union, they are living in a Garden of 
Eden. 

The sight of the boutifully stocked grocery 
and meat stores would make the mouths of other 
Europeans water... . 

Shelves packed with American canned goods, 
meat counters stacked with steaks, chops and 
fowl, pastry shops and candy stores at almost 
every corner in the main shopping districts are 
sights that delight the visittor’s vision. 

A pair of the best American nylon stockings 
sells for the equivalent of $4, A pure silk blouse 
that would cost about $25 th the States can be 
bought for $8.75. 

Women’s shoes, of Belgian or British make, 
not too good quality, range from $14.50 to $30 a 
pair. A cheap fur coat costs about $150. Amer- 
ican nail polish which would cost 75 cents in 
America sells for $1.50. 

Men's shirts in a fashionable shop in Geneva 
or Lausanne cost from $9.50 to $11. A good 
ready-made suit sells for approximately $85. A 
winter overcoat costs $80 and shoes range from 


$16.50 to $20.

THE SWISS, like the rest of Europe, are fear- 
ful of the future. They realize that the moun- 
tains which have proved for centuries a natural 
barrier against invasion, may lose their defensive 
value in an age of atomic warfare and air- 
borne armies, 

Desperately eager to preserve the good life 
they enjoy, the Swiss jealously guard their neu- 
trality and strive to keep out of the great power 
politics struggle between east and west that has 
split Europe into two politically hostile camps. 

While still offering a haven to political exiles, 
the Swiss insist that those who seek refuge in 
their little country refrain from political activ- 
ities of any kind. 3 

Thus it was that the Swiss Government re- 
cently warned ex-King Michael of Romania that 
if he issued any statement about his abdication 
while he was in Switzerland he would be asked 
to leave. 

Switzerland wants to live in peace and to 
perve as an example of how different nation- 
alities can get along and prosper if they elim- 
inate national] rivalries and refrain from pursu- 
ing expansionist policies. 

With its people of French, German and Italian 
ancestry working harmoniously together, Switz- 
erland is a miniature model of how Europeans 
might live amicably together if sanity prevailed 
on the old continent.

TYLES in education change as 

in other fields, and often with

If by the 
time he is a high school senior, 
with high marks to his credit, he 
shows some feeling for self-direc-

BUT DON’T EXPECT anything 
of the sort from beginners, Little 
children find themselves in a 
strange world in which everything 
is set to adult standards. They 
do not understand much of what 
goes on about them, They must 
take it and us on trust. They 
look up to their teacher with 
trusting eyes, with confidence in 
her strength, understanding and 
power in faith that she will prove 
their friend in time of need. 
Leave it so. Any attempt to make 
young children self-governing, 
self-directing, in a classroom, is 
likely to breed confusion and fear.

Some preparation must be made 
for self-government. Little ones 
dress themselves, get themselves 
on line, care for their materials, 
act as monitors, in order that they 
may learn what is needed to live 
happily among their fellows. If 
term by term they are taught to 
help themselves a bit, do for them- 
selves what they are able to do, 
keep order in themselves and 
gradually, very gradually, be

Fix It Yourself

T doesn't have to be painted, It 

can't rust or rot and it’s not 
very inflammable, but it does get 
soiled and stained and someone, 
generally you, has to do the clean- 
ing. 
The usual method of removing 
stains from stones is the same 
used on concrete, to wit; scrub 
with a strong solution of tri- 
sodium phosphate and water, or, 
in the case of grease and oil, 
draw out the stain by covering it 
with dry cement. Cleaning lime- 
stone or other faced stone should 
be done with soap and water be- 
cause if you go to work on them 
with a stiff brush and a harsh 
abrasive cleaning powder you'll 
spoil the facing. 

Marble can often be cleaned 
with a good cleaning powder and 
hot water. If this dulls the finish 
it can be restored by polishing 
with a special powder, You may 
have a little trouble getting this 
powder at average stores, but any 
concern doing stone-cutting and 
monument work will have some 
on hand. Another way to remove 
stains from marble is by rubbing 
with a cut lemon. And smoke

Film Producer Gives Details of His Work 


Robert Fellows Thereby Answers 
Questions Put to Him by Persons 
Interested in Knowing Just What 
Man in This Job Does for Living.

HOLLYWOOD, Jan. 27. 


O the average fan, the star, 
T featured player, director or 

even the set designer of a 
motion picture is a familiar per- 
son whose duties are —— well 
defined.

What the heck is a producer, any- 
way? 

Despite that impressive title, the 
producer of a film is.a vague per- 
son to the world at large and, 
believe it or not, many of the 
hired help in filmtown have only 
a hazy notion of what he does to 
earn his fancy salary.

HE inquiry for the origin of 
this phrase to express the pre- 
dicament of one who is under 


suspicion of wrong-doing, or out. 


of favor, comes with a newspaper 
clipping which reports suspicion 
of improper war profits accruing 
to a public figure. 

This phrase has a history which 
goes back to about 1500, when it 
was in general circulation as the 
words of a song, as follows: 
“Then came he under a clowde 
That some Tyme in England was 
full hee.” 

By 1662 it is found recorded in 
literature in the work of Fuller, 
specifically in “Worthies, Nor- 
folk”: “When he was under a 
cloud at court, and ousted of his 
judge’s place, the lands . . . were 
- . - begged by a peer.” 

Another notable literary usage 
is in Strype’s “Life of Cheke,” 
first published in 1705, and again 
in 1821: “Thus died Cheke in a 
cloud; and his name, once most 
honoured, much eclipsed by his 
infirmity.” 


story is the real thing. A pretty 
good rule to follow is that a pic- 
ture is only as strong as its story. 

“So you read galley proofs of 
new books, original manuscripts 
and look over plays in your search 
for the right vehicle. Often you're 
looking for something to fit a 
certain star. Let's say you've 
found a story; thén you must get 
the writer to do the screen play. 
Writers must be cast, like actors. 
If you are doing a musical com- 
edy, for instance, you wouldn't 
select a whodunit author like Ray- 
mond Chandler to do the script. 
You would work closely with the 
write. during the several weeks 
or months he was preparing the 
script, discussing story lines, char- 
acterizations and the like with 
him. 

“Assuming the stars and direc- 
tors have been chosen, you now 
point toward the first day of 
shooting. This means preparing 
the budget, mapping a schedule, 
which is aimed at keeping actors 
working every day they are on 
the payroll, and getting every 
ounce of wear possible out of each 
set. Then you go into huddles 
with all the departments involved 
in the making of your movie to 
plan their work in detail. 


“After the camera starts, it is 
your responsibility to see that the 
blueprint so carefully prepared is 
workable and that the actors’ per- 
formances, tempo of action and 
mood of the scenes all get into 
the film. To do this you wilf have 
to visit the set from one to half 
a dozen times a day and study the 
daily rushes after shooting is over 
at 6 o’clock each night. You are 
only as good a producer as what 
you see on the screen, 

“Of course, there will be new 
and unforeseen problems arising 
constantly to which you must give 
your attention. Maybe the dia- 
logue will have to be changed for 
censorship reasons. Perhaps the 
leading lady’s lower lip photo- 
graphs too full the way it is made 
up. Ora bit player in a key scene 
has to be replaced, A producer 
has a thousand and one questions 
to settle. 

“At the same time, you must not 
lose sight of the forest for the

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trees. You must be turning out a 
show which will attract the cash 
customers while you are involved 
in all the tedious mechanics, You 
must have a feeling for showman- 
ship, a sense for what will please 
or excite the public. And an alert 
producer plans his moves with at 
least one eye out for exploitation 
values. 

“After the last scene is shot, 
your troubles really begin. You 
will be on the job while thousands 
of feet of film, which have been 
exposed, are cut and edited into a 
feature-length picture of from 
9000 to 12,000 feet. You will keep 
your hand in while it is being 
scored with an orchestrated musi- 
cal background.”

T bit ot co deal caused quite a 


bit of comment when it turned 
up in a rubber bridge game at 
a prominent New York club. 
South, dealer. 
Both sides vulnerable. 
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The bidding: 
West 
Pass 6 
Pass Pass 
As may have been suspected, 
North-South were not using an 
ace-showing convention, which ac- 
counted for their climbing mer 
rily to a small slam when lack- 
ing two first-round controls. 
This slight impediment, how- 
ever, was minimized by the West 
player (not an expert!) who, 
after having cashed the club ace 
and seen dummy’s singleton, 
shifted to the nine of trumps! 


Undoubtedly South must have 
felt that he had been given a re- 
prieve at least for a little while, 
Winning with the trump king, he 
led his singleton diamond to the 
ace and ruffed a diamond, drop- 
ping West's queen; then went back 
to dummy with a trump to the 
eight-spot and led the diamond 
jack through East. 

At this point, however, a slight 
difficulty arose! East unhesitat- 
ingly played low on the diamond 
jack—and now it was declarer’s 
turn to huddle! Was the king go- 
ing to fall from the Weat hand, 
om did East have that card! It 
was, of course, a vital decision, 
since South could return to 
dummy only once more. 

After long thought, South de- 
cided that West's failure to shift 
to spades, though very bad in any 
case, would have been infinitely 
worse if West had not had the 
diamond suit stopped. On that 
questionable basis, South now 
ruffed the diamond jack in the 
expectation of driving out West's 
king. When it developed that 
West could not very well part 
with a card he did not hold, there

was synchronized gnashing of teeth 


by the North and South players. 

South had a close decision to 
make, but he should have let the 
diamond jack ride, If West had 
held the king-queen-small of dia- 
monds and the club ace, he almost 
certainly would have preferred to 
open the diamond king. 
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
